NORRIS SUGGESTS 

NO LIMIT ON TIME 


Blaine Says Upper House 
Has Gotten to Be Nursery 
for Bed Time Stories 
About Bears.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The 
Senate today amended the Glass 
bill to allow individual member 
banks with capital of $2,000,000 or 
less to borrow from Federal Re- 
serve banks on their promissory 
notes after they have exhauSed 
their eligible paper. 

The bill as it came from the 
Ranking and Currency Committee 
limited such individual loans’ to 
banks with capital of $500%00 or 
less. The amendment increasing 
the capital limitation to $2,000,000 
was offered by. Senator Townsend 
(Rep.) of Delaware. It was ac- 
cepted by a viva voce vote. 

Senator Glass (Dem.) of tirginia, 
the reluctant sponsor of the bill in 
the Senate, has said that by raising 
the capital limitation from $500,000 
to $2,000,000 only 136 of the 7600 
member banks would be barred 
from obtaining individual loans on 
their promissory notes. He orig- 
inally proposed that only isolated 
member banks with capital of 
$300,000 or less be permitted to ob- 
tain such loans. The banking cur- 
rency committee increased this 
limitation to $500,000, and when 
Townsend today offered the ad- 
ministration amendment to put the 
limit at $2,000,000, Glass told the 
Senate that he accepted the amend- 
ment. Originally, the larger banks 
were expected to join together for 


‘jJoans under another section of the 


bill. 
In “Exceptional Circumstances.” 

The bill itself provided that such 
loans could be negotiated only dur- 
ing the year cubsequent to approval 
of the measure, and then only in 
“exceptional and exigent circum- 
stances.”” Glass secured the adop- 
tion of a perfscting amendment to 
limit the loan. 1. March 4, 1933. 

The Senate also approved several 
committee amendments clarifying 
the language of the original bill. 

Norris and Glass Disagree. 

After Townsend offered the $2,- 
000,000 capital limitation amend- 
ment, Senator Norris (Rep.) of Ne- 
braska declared that he did not 
favor any capita] limitation and 
opposed the one-year proviso. Glass 
disagreed with Norris and ex- 
plained that this portion of the 
bil! was expected to take care of 
the emergency situation. 

“Some of us,’’ Glass admitted, 
“saw no necessity for this provi- 
sion, but others thought it would 
instill confidence in the banks.” 

When Glass said that Norris 
could offer amendments to cover 
his views, the Nebraskan, one of 
the skilled parliamentarians of the 
Senate replied: “I know that I 
can offer amendment but they 
would not be adopted. There is 
more psychology in the passing of) 
this bill than in the bill itself. What 
we are about to do here is already 
cut and dried.” 

Before the vote was taken on the 
Townsend amendment, Senator 
Blaine (Rep.) of Wisconsin charged 
that the administration was at- 
tempting to rush legislation 
through Congress by playing on 
the fears of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. 

“Nursery for Bedtime Stories,” 

“Congress,” Blaine declared, 
“has been turned into a nursery 
to hear bedtime stories about bears. 
We are told that the goblins will 
get us if we don’t watch out.” 

The Wisconsin Senator insisted 
that the executive departments 
were partly responsible for’ the 
lack of confidence throughout the 
country and declared the feverish 
haste to rush emergency legisla- 
tion through Congress was neutral- 
izing the effect of more construc- 
tive measures such as the anti-, 
hoarding campaign. 

After the Townsend amendment 
had been approved, Blaine offered 
an amendment which in effect 
would greatly limit the use of Fed- 
eral Reserve funds in the stock 
market. He said he wanted to be 
sure that the credit created by the 
Glass bill would go into channels 
of legitimate industry rather than 
into speculation. He declared that 
if his or a similar amendment 
were not adopted, this country in 
the future might see a repetition of 
the stock market crash of Novem- 
ber, 1929. 

Glass opposed the amendment, 
although the idea was taken from 
his original bill to rewrite parts 7) 
the Federal Reserve act. He said 


_ the Blaine amendment had no place 


_in the pending emergency bill. He 
promised to present the same idea 
later, when the Senate and House. 
not rushed by emergency condi- 
tions, could ~give more deliberate 
thought to proposed permament 
changes in the reserve act.

Another event of the second 
day of Berg’s captivity, he said, 
was a Visit from policemen with

son continued, he received a 
phone call at the Park Plaze 
between 8:30 and 9 o'clock. 


A man who voice he did not 
know asked him if he had 
got in touch with Lemen. He said 
he handed the phone to hig son, 
Adrian, and heard Adrian say dur- 
ing the. ensuing conversation: 

“Yes... not $5@000..-NO.-- 
Tomorrow ... Monday.” 

Went to Office With Rogers. 

News of this call, he continued, 

he gave to Rogers, who was keep- 
ing closely in touch with him, Lat- 
er, he said, he asked Rogers to 
go to his office. He had made an 
appointment with Spinelli to tele- 
phone him at the office from Chica- 
go Monday morning, Nov. 9, and 
he wanted Rogers present. 
He did not receive the call. Rog- 
ers went to his office with him in 
the morning, left about 11 o’clock, 
and returned later. 

“About 1:30,” Levinson contin- 
ued to answer a series of questions, 
“the postman came with a special 
delivery letter. I handed it to 
Rogers. At my request he opened 
it and read it. Then he handed 
it to me and I read it.” 

Here Levinson read the note, 
which had been written under du- 


ress by Berg, according to Berg’s 


testimony, from a draft written by 
the kidnapers, It is State’s Exhib- 
it No. 13. -It read: 

Dear Sir—I want you to hire 
Paul Richards to represent me 
to handle the negotiations for my 
release. Pay him about a thou- 
sand dollars and I will pay you 
back. Try to get him to get busy 
at once. Someone will get in 
touch with him soon. . 

ALEX BERG. 

Never Heard of Richards. 

“T had never heard of Richards 
before,”’ Levinson said. “But 
Rogers said he knew him. I asked 
him if he would get in touch with 
him for me and he said he would. 
He called Richards.on the tele- 
phone. I heard him say: ‘Paul, I'd 
like to talk to you—I’ll come right 
over.’ 

“He left the office. He returned 
in about 20 minutes. After talking 
to him I went with him to the of- 
fice of the Post-Dispatch. It was 
then about 2 o’clock. We talked 
first to Ben Reese, the city editor; 
and later we talked also to the 
publisher, Joseph Pulitzer. Later 
Chief of Police Gerk came in and 
we talked to him. Reese called 
him on the telephone and asked 
him to come in. 
“A Post-Dispatch stenographer 
was called in and Rogers made a 
detailed statement of what had oc- 
occurred. Then Chief Gerk’s 
stenographer was called and Rog- 
ers made the statement again. I 
think that I made ae statement 
also.” , 
The subjeet of Roger’s statement, 
which Levinson, under rules of evi- 
dence, was not allowed to relate, 
was the reporter’s first meeting 
with Richards, in which Richards 
told him he represented the  kid- 
napers and was to get $11,000 of 
the $50,000 ransom. 

Another Note From Berg. 

“After the meeting at the Post- 
Dispatch,” Levinson went on, “I 
returned to my office. A half hour 
before, another note had come 
from Mr. Berg.” 

Here Levinson identified the 
note, State’s Exhibit No. 11, which 
Berg wrote prior to the other note 
Levinson had received, but which 
was later in arrival because the 
second note was sent special deliv- 
ery. The note read: 

I am sending a note for $50,- 


000 for my release. Jf you keep 
dickering with the police they 
threaten to kill me. I am very 


sick and see to this at once. 
ALEX BERG. 

The reference about the $50,000 
note was to a promissory. demand 
note which Berg testified yester- 
day he had made out, at the in- 
stance of the kidnapers, payable to 
Richards. This note, introduced in 
evidence yesterday in Berg’s testi- 
mony <«s State’s Exhibit No. 14, was 
as follows: 

Pay to the order of Paul 
Richards, $50,000 on demand. 

Alex Berg. 
Phone Call to- Richards, 

After receiving the second note, 
Levinson said, Richards was called 
on the telephone. This was about 
4 o'clock on the afternoon of 
Nov. 9. 

“TI don’t recall whether Mr. Rog- 
ers or I called him,” he said. “But 
I remember that I did talk to him 
myself, I said to him, ‘Mr. Rogers 
told me the arrangements were all 
right. I would like you to see that 
Mr. Berg is well taken care of in 
the meantime.’ Richards said he 
would go right out and take care 
of it. 

“T asked him if he would come 
to my office the following day and 
we set 10 o’cl*ck as the time. I 
went back to the Park Plaza and 
that night about 8:30 I talked 
briefly to Chief of Police Gerk, sit- 
ting in his automobile on Water- 
man avenue just west of Union 
boulevard. 

“Next day I went to my office at 
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“iassistance in the Be 


9 o'clock. <A dictograph was be- 
ing installed there by Detective- 
Seret. Lesyna and other officers. 
The device was being put in my of- 
fice and the receivers were being 
put in my son's Office, adjoining. 
The microphone was attached to 
a curtain in my office. 

“About 9:30 I called Mr. Rich- 


one else was in the room at the 
time. He said, “Well, do you want 
to talk to me, Mr. Levinson?” I 
invited him to sit down. He sat 
in an arm chair facing me. I was 
at my desk. The dictograph was 
just to my right, concealed. 
Substance of the Conversation. 
“T said, ‘You don’t know me, but 
I know you trust John Rogers.’ 
Richards replied, ‘Yes, I can trust 
John.’ I said, ‘How can we ar- 
range for Mr. Berg’s return?’ Rich- 
ards replied that he couldn’t tell, 
just then, that he would know later 
in the day.” 
This testimony had been preced- 
ed by Levinson’s statement that 
he could not detail the exact words 
of their conversation, but could 
give the substance, which he was 
permitted to do. 
Continuing, Levinson testified: “I 
said, ‘I have $1000 for you. If I 
give it to you I want you to trust 
me.’ I told him I had no inten- 
tion of trapping him, that the bills 
were not marked, and had _ just 
come from the bank. I suggested, 
as I handed them to him, that he 
should count them, but he said that 
was not necessary and put the 
money in his pocket. 
“He spoke of getting $11,000 of 
the $50,000 ransom. He said he 
would meet me at 4 p. m. and tell 
me where Mr. Berg would be re- 
leased. I suggested that a good 
place would be Forest Park, and 
he said that couldn't be done except 
after dark. | : 
“T told Richards that Berg had 
been sick and asked him to see 
that he had a cushion he could sit 
down out there and I would call 


‘for him 15 minutes after the time 


set by the kidnapers for his_ re- 
lease. Richards said he would 
know more details later. 

ad | remarked that $11,000 is a lot 
of money to'get and Mr. Richards 
told me he had had a lot of trou- 
ble with his knee (injured in an 
automobile accident) and had been 
put to considerable expense in hos- 
pitals. 

“IT asked him if the kidnapers 
would take less than they were de- 
manding. He replied, ‘No, $50,000 
is the least they will take.’”’ 
Levinson recalled that Richards 
said he had an engagement. that 
night at the Park Plaza with a 
man named Rosenthal. The same 
name was mentioned in the police 
dictograph report of the conversa- 
tion, 

“I don’t believe it was stated 
when the $50,000 was to be paid,” 
he answered to questions taking up 
the subject of ransom again. “Rich- 
ards said he would expect the 
money before Berg was delivered. 
I said I would pay it to Rogers and 
Richards said he'd trust John.” 
This arrangement by Levinson 
was made without Rogers’ knowl- 
edge or consent, as Levinson testi- 
fied at the Heuer trial. 

Another Meeting With Richards. 
“TI made an engagement with 
Richards to meet him again in my 
office at 4:15,” Levinson continued. 
“I was lying on the couch when 
he came in. [I.started to get up, 
but he told me not to disturh-my- 
self. . We talked of generalities for 
a few minutes. 

“Then he said, ‘Have you got the 
fifty thousand.’ ‘No.’ I replied. ‘I 
don’t carry that much.’ He said, 
‘I don’t want to carry that much 
tonight either.’ 

“Then he asked if I could pay 
the money to Rogers that night. I 
said, no, I didn’t thing so. I said, 
‘You want the money in tens and 
twenties and they’re pretty hard to 
get.’ 

“T said I would give the money 
to Rogers in the morning of the 
next day (Nov. 11, the day after 
Berg’s release). He said he would 
like to have it before noon because 
he had to leave town at 3 o'clock 
with the money to make the pay- 
off. 


“He said, ‘If I don’t get the 
money. you'll get killed.’ I said 
‘T understand that. I won't get 


killed. You'll get the money.’ ” 
Richards returned to Levinson’s 
law office about 5 o'clock, the wit- 
ness continued. Some visitors were 
in the office and Levinson talked 
to him in the library. 
Said Berg Would Be Released. 


“On that occasion,’”’ the witness 
said, “Richards told me that Mr. 
Berg would be let out at 10:45 
o'clock that night at Hamilton ave- 
nue and Roosevelt place.. He gave 
me a description of the place, 2800 
north. I took a piece of paper 
from an adding machine roll and 
drew a diagram of the four cor- 
ners. I asked him on which one 
Berg would be let out. He said he 
didn’t know. On the back of the 
paper he wrote ‘R is 2800 N.’” 
(Roosevelt is 2800 north). 

Here Levinson identified the slip 
of paper, which is one of the 
State’s exhibits. He concluded his 
testimony with the statement that 
Chief Gerk was kept apprised of 
these developments as they hap- 
pened, including the time and place 
of Berg’s projected release, 

Oross-Examination by Lacy. 

Cross-examination of Levinson 
was conducted by Verne R. C. 
Lacy who, with former Circuit At- 
torney Howard Sidener, is repre- 
senting Richards. The first oart 
of it was devoted to an attack upon 
Levinson'’s long-standing friendship 
with Rogers and on the reporter's 
case.

Gehner Values Property at 
$1,246,563,570 Exclus- 
ive of Utilities and Insur- 
ance Companies. | 


A report.on the assessed valua- 
tion of property in St. Louis for 
1932 general taxes, prepared by 
Assessor Gehner for the State Tax 
Commission, shows an assessment 
of $1,246,563,570, exclusive of pub- 
lic utilities and insurance compa- 
nies. The comparable figure last 
year was $1,253,215.400, so that the 
decrease in the assessment of real 


estate and personal property 
amounts to $6,651,830. 

If the tax rate this year is fixed 
at $2.68 on the $100 of- valuation, 
as it may be; the decline in the 
assessment would mean a loss of 
$178,269 in revenue for the city, 
State and schools. 

Insurance company assessments 
are omitted from the total for this 
year for the time being because of 
an adjustment required under a 
change in the law. It is anticipated 
that they will total about $3,000,000, 
compared with $3,338,800 last year. 

The bulk of the public utility as- 
sessment is made by the State 
Board of Equalization, and this 
figure will be added latér to arrive 
at the final total of the St. Louis 
valuation. State assessment of util- 
ities here has been running about 
$30,000,000 in recent years. 

Real Estate Assessment. 

Real estate this year is assessed 


at $1,183,154,220, compared with 


$1,112,026,520 last year. Th@-act- 
ual increase in the valuation of real 
estate is only $6,127,700, the bal- 
ance of the difference—$15,000,000 
—representing the assessment of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., former- 
ly carried under personal property. 
Thus the net increase in the real 
estate valuation is less than the 
cost of new construction since the 
previous assessment. 

Personal property assessment this 
year, omitting the Laclede Gas and 
insurance company levies, is $113,- 
409,350, compared with $144,527,- 
680 last year. The net decrease, 
leaving out the gas and insurance 
concerns, is $12,779,530. 

Included in the personal prop- 
erty item this year is $30,742,030 
for banks, whereas last year’s fig- 
ure was $37,029,240. This decline 
is due to a shrinkage in the basis 


of taxation for banks and a change 
in the status of holding companies 


in which some banks have placed

He would not say definitely that 
the Japanese would not operate be- 
yond the 12% mile zone to which 
the Chinese army has been asked 
to retire, If the Chinese should at- 
tack Japanese on the borders of 
that zone, it might create a situa- 
tion requiring a further Japanese 
advance, he said. 

Although it was election eve, the 
public and officials alike gave lit- 
tle attention to anything but 
Shanghai. 

It' was pointed out here that the 
Japanese attack might be launched 
as early as 7 a. m. Saturday (6 p. 
m. St. Louis time today) if the 
Chinese army’s front lines are not 
evacuated. 


Chinese Rushing Preparations to 
Defend City. 
By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Feb. 19.—There 
has been no sign ere taqday that 
the Chinese will yield to the Jap- 
anese ultimatum to withdraw their 
troops from {hanghai. Chinese 
guns hurled shells into the Chapei 
Japanese front, killing three Jap- 
anese bluejackets. Under cover of 
the bombardment the Chinese ap- 
peared to be making elaborate 
preparations for the expected at- 
teck when the Japanese ultimatum 
expires. 

Beginning of the Japanese of- 
fensive tomorrow morning was 
considered likely this afternoon, 
when Gen. Uyeda. said that, unless 
the Chinese had withdrawn from 
their front line positions at Chapei, 
Kiangwan and Woosung by 7 a. m. 
(5 p. m. St. Louis time today), ‘‘the 
Japanese will take independent ac- 
tion.” He added: “Thus far we 
see no sign of a Chinese - with- 
drawal.” The Japanese demanded 
complete withdrawal by sundown 
Saturday. 

Japanese General’s Position. 

“IT don’t think the Chinese are 
going to withdraw.” Uyeda said, 
“but we will not retire from the 
position we have taken. There 
may be certain points of misunder- 
standing in the ultimatum. Those 
demands are made only upon the 
Nineteenth Army. ‘That army is 4 
menace to peace and order in the 
International Settlement. It is our 
only enemy. Our fight is not with 
other Chinese armies, not with the 
Chinese Government, not with the 
Chinese people. It is with the Ninc- 
teenth. That army is the main 
support of the anti-Japanese boy- 
cott. 

“JT hope we can clear this thins 
up without resorting to arms. But 
if my lutimatum is«rejected I don't 
see how we can avoid taking steps. 

“We will establish a defense line 
on the outer edge of the neutral 
zone created by the withdrawal, 
and there we will remain as lonz 
as necessary. I do not promise 
that we will advance no farther. 
Continued Chinese aggression might 
make it necessar yto extend the 
limits of the neutral zone.” 

He pointed out that the ultima- 
tum did not demand evacuation of 
areas south of Soochow Creek. ‘T 
have issued a general order,” he 
said, “that the greatest caution is 
to be exercised to prevent damage 
to foreigm property in the zoné of 
battle, and we shall do everything 
we can to protect the settlement.

BOSTON PAPER HAS NEW THEORY 
IN WOMAN’S DEATH ON SHIP 


Elizabeth B. Cook Victim of Her 
Love of Dramatic, It Says, and 
Cites Hoax Cables. 

By the Associated, Press. 

BOSTON, Feb. 19.—The Boston 
Post in a copyrighted story today 
injected a new theory into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death 
of Elizabeth Barrett Cook aboard 
the British freighter Chinese Prince 
—the theory that she was the vic- 
tim of her own love of the dra-, 
matic. 

The Post says that passengers 
who sailed with the girl to Europe 
Dec. 12 on the liner Providence dis- 
closed to the paper that they were 
convinced that Miss Cook herself 
wrote a “hoax’’ cablegram which 
was reported received before her 
death. The story also says that 
another hoax message was re- 
ceived by Miss Cook while she was 
in Weisbaden, Germany. 

The Post quotes passengers as 
saying that Miss Cook went ashore 
at Lisbon during the trip across, 
visited a telegraph office and re- 
turned to the ship. A short time 
later, the paper says, a cablegram 
was delivered to her saying that a 
mythical sweetheart she named 
Malcolm had died. 

Passengers, the Post says, in- 
formed the paper that the girl re- 
fused to be consoled and one night 
while near the rail screamed about 
“being through with ilfe.’’ 

Meanwhile, St. George Arnold, 
fiance of Miss Cook, and relatives 
of the girl awaited the arrival in 
Boston of the Chinese Prince, de- 
layed by storms. Capt. Howard Un- 
cles of the Prince has the original 
of a cablegram apprising Miss Cook 
of her “fiance’s death” in his pos- 
session.

Experienced Housekeepers Hardest to Find, 


Registered, 6331 Placed. 


Reports — 40,000 


Although nearly 40,000 tunem- 
Ployed are registered at Citizens’ 
Free Employment Bureau, 2033 
Washington avenue, some jobs are 
going begging. 

For a week or more the »ureau 
has been seeking a man with knowl- 
edge of the operation of a printing 
‘press for rolled wrapping paper, a 
man familiar with the workings of 
a Stokes =. Smith paper box ma- 
chine, a woman skille@ in sanding 
furniture and operating a spray 
gun, and two women to make 
dresses on power sewing machines. 

The jobs are still open. And where 
are the experienced housekeepers, 
white women, who will live at the 
homes of their employers? Miss 
Miriam Marten, director of the bu- 
reau, would like to know. 

The jobs which cannot be readily 
filed, Miss Mr-ten points out, are 
those which require special skill. 
The bureau is able to fill most of 
its orders with dispatch, choosing 
from among 27,445 applications 
on its active file, classified accord- 
ing to 125 occup..tions. When an 
employer re uests the bureau’s 
services, its work for mor: part is 
to select the best qualified of sey- 
eral applicants. 

Shortage of Housekeepers, 
‘In the case of housekeepers, 
however, there is a constant short- 
age of experienced workers. Plenty 
of young girls, anxious to do the 
work but lacking experience, and 
plenty of day workers are to be 
had, but the necessity of living at 
the employer’s home disqualifies 
many experienced women who have 
children to care for. Last month, 
cut of 203 such openings. the bu- 
reau was able to fill but 92. 

Since it was established a little 
more than a year ago by Citizens’ 
Cemmittee on Relief and Employ- 
ment the bureau has found jobs 
for 6331 persons, of which 2163 
were permanent. 

The applications of those who 
register there are filed according 
to 13 major. classifications, each 
kept in a separate file. The files for 
men are professional, office, sales, 
personal service, trades, factory, 
building trades, transportation and 
labor. For women there are four 
files, service, day work, sales and 
factory. 

How Applications Are Filed. 

Each major grou, is subdivided, 
the office file for instance, into 
clerks, accountants, bookkeepers, 
typists, cashiers, collectors, tele- 
phone operators and other work- 
ers. For each of these there is a 
colored tab attached to the top of 


the card, so that the bureau staff, 
in running through the file, may 
find one card with four tabs of 
different colors, indicating possibly 
that the applicant has been a clerk, 
accountant, cashier and bookkeep- 
er and may qualify for any of those 
jobs. 

The card bears the applicant’s 
work record and referencés, which 
probably have been investigated. 
The staff member who interviewed 
him has made a notation of his 
impressions of the applicant and 
some indication of how greatly he 
is in need of help. When a choice 
must be made between two appli- 
cants of equal ‘ability, the job is 
offered to the one whose need is 
the greater. 

About 50 a Day Called. 


Each day about 650 applicants 
are summoned to headquarters, 
where they may wait to receive 
calls for odd jobs. Usually 30 or 
40 respond, and on an average day 
there are opportunities for work 
for 25 or 30 of them. These 50 
are gelected according to the date 
for which they registered, and up 
to the first of the year, only those 
who had Pegistered before June 1 
had been called. 

This does not mean, however, 
that none who registered after 
June 1 has found a job through 
the bureau. The cards of some 
had been picked out of the files 
with reference to particular jobs, 
but they had not been called in 
the regular order. 

Almost never, of course, does the 
applicant have a telephone, but 
usually it is possible to reach him 
through the telephones of neigh- 
bors or storekeepers. Telegrams 
have been sent when other means 
were lacking of informing an ap- 
plicant that a job awaited him. 

Some Find Jobs Themselves. 

Some men have established reg- 
ular sources of income through the 
openings made available by odd 
jobs. A hardwood floor finisher 
earned $15 on one job and spent 
part of it in having business cards 
printed. These, distributed about 
the neighborhood in which he had 
worked, coupled with the indorse- 
ment of the man who first em- 
ployed him, brought him other jobs 
and his card has been removed 
from the active file. 

A Negro, sent to a West End 
home to scrub porch steps for 50 
cents, succeeded in ate other 
odd jobs to do in the feighborhood 
and now works six days every week 
for hosueholders within two blocks 
of the home to which he was first 


CONFESSES MURDER 
AFTER HIS ACQUITTAL 


Pennsylvania Ex - Detective 
Held While Police Hunt 
Reputed Comrades. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 19.—Po- 
lice Commissioner Austin J. Roche 
today announced that Anthony 
Bell, 38 years old, former Fayette. 
Pa., county detective, had confessed 
taking part in the murder of John 
Donoghue, near Masontown, Pa., in 
July, 1929. Roche said Bell had 
been tried for the murder and ac- 
quitted and, knowing he could not 
be tried a second time, had gone 
back willingly with Fayette County 
officers for further questioning. 

Bell was arrested here several 
weeks ago under the alias of Pat- 
rick Reynolds, with another man 
known as William Dawson. They 
were charged with attempted extor- 
tion by posing as Federal officers 
and were held to await the action 
of the Federal grand jury. 

Federal authorities at first de- 
clined to surrender Bell to the 
Pennsylvania officers but finally 
agreed on condition that he be re- 
turned here to stan! trial on the 
Federal charge, if indicted. Bell 
was taken back to Pennsylvania 
early today by District Attorney 
Wade K. Newell of Fayette County 
and two state police officers. 

Two other men, Roche said, are 
held in Fayette County in connec- 
tion with the Donoghue murder. 

When Bell was arrested here, po- 
lice started a search for two other 
men thought to have been his com- 
panions and former members of @ 
Pennsylvania gang once headed by 
Paul Jaworski. They escaped. Bell 
said they were heavily armed with 
sub;machine guns and pistols and 
that their automobile was equipped 
with a short wave radio set to pick 
up police fiashes. They came to 
Buffalo, Bell said, to rob an ar- 
mored truck and had tried extor- 
tion as a means of ‘raising funds 
with which to finance their larger 
coup. The projected dynamiting of 
the armored truck, police said, was 
an old-trick of the Jaworski gang. 

Donoghue, according to Roche, 
was known to Pennsylvania police 
as a bootlegger and extortionist.

“On the basis of the existing vol- 
ume of excess reserves, which is 
$1,400,000,000, the Federal Reserve 
banks can issue $3,500,000,000 of 
Federal Reserve notes. There is 
nothing im the pending bill to 
change this maximum amount, 

Figuring Out Free Gold, 
“Under existing law, however, the 
Federal Reserve banks will be able 
to meet only about $430,000,000 of 
additional’ demands for currency 
(or for gold for export) withoyt 
making it necessary for member 
banks to increase their- indebted. 
ness at the reserve banks. This is 
for the reason that the law requires 
that Federal Reserve notes issued 
by the Federal Reserve agents be 
covered up to 100 per cent either by 
eligible paper or by gold. 

“At the present time the total 
amount of eligible paper in the 
hands of the Federal Reserve banks 
is about $900,000,000 and the total 
amount of Federal Reserve notes 
outstanding is $2,900,000, so that 
about $2,000,000,000 of the Federal 
Reserve notes have to be covered 
by told. 

“When allowance is made for the 
35 per cent reserve required against 
deposits and for the amount of 
gold required in the redemption 
fund in the Treasury, this leaves 
about $430,000,000 of gold that is 
not required either as reserve or as 
collateral against notes. It is only 
up to this amount that the reserve 
banks can meet either an internal 
or an external drain without forc- 
ing the member banks further into 
debt. : 
“When this amount of free gold 
is distributed among the 12 Fed- 
erad Reserve Banks, it is clear that 
the available margin is narrow. It 
is evident that it would be highly 
undersirable in the existing circum- 
stances, with member bank indebt- 
edness already over $800,000,000 to 
increase this indebtednéss, particu- 
larly so long as this increase is not 
caused by a revival of business but 
either by further domestic hoarding 
or by gold exports. 

“It is in order to meet this situ- 
cation that the proposed amendment 
authorizes the Federal Reserve 
Banks to use United States Govern- 
ment obligations as _ collateral 
against Federal Reserve notes. 
This will make it possible for tke 
reserve banks to meet additional 
demands upon them without put- 
ting member banks further into 
debt and thus exerting a contract- 
ing influence on the credit situa- 
tion. 

“At the present time every ef- 
fort must be made to encourage 


| banks to resume the normal financ- 


ing of the requirements of trade 
and industry, and the necessity of 
increasing their burden of indebted- 
ness must be avoided. It is for 
these reasons that I urge the adop- 
tion of the section 20 which au- 
thorizes the use of direct obliga- 
tions of the United States as col- 
lateral against Federal ‘Reserve 
notes.”’

INEW YORK CHANGE 
ISSUES NEW CURB 
ON SHORT-SELLING 


Members Must _ Not ‘Ken 
Customers’ Marginal Col- 
lateral Without Specific 
Authorization. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A swiftly 
moving early advance in stocks was 
sargely canceled by subsequent 
profit-taking today. Opening gains 
of $1 to $7, made while shorts were 
stampeding to cover on news cof the 
stock exchange’s rule affecting bor- 
rowed shares, brought a flood of 
profit-taking. The market well 
withstood such sales until the last 
half hour when pressure became 
more pronounced and what was left 
of the rise dwindled rapidly. Some 
stocks closed lower, but on the 
whole the market finished irregu- 
larly higher, 

By the Associated "Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—The New 
York Stock Exchange after the 
close of the market yesterday an- 
nounced that on and after April 1 
members must not “lend, either to 
themselves as brokers or to others, 
securities held on margin for cus- 
tomers unless they shall have ob- 
tained separate authorization in 
writing permitting the lending of 
such securities.” 

This is one of a series of curbs 
placed by the Exchange on short 
selling. Recently the Exchange or- 
dered that orders for short account 
must not be executed at‘a price 
lower than the preceding sale of 
the stock which the customer de- 
siréd to sell. This, in effect, was 
designed to prevent “raiding’’ by 
making it necessary for a bear to 
await a steady, or preferably a 
rising market before placing his 
orders. 

Reports that a new short-selling 
restriction was about to be an- 
nounced helped stimulate a budding 
rally in stocks in the closing hour 
of trading yesterday. Despite a 
morning break of $8 chare in 
Southern Pacific, following the de- 
ferring of a dividend, the main 
body of industrial stocks held 
steady. Later they gradually ad- 
vanced under influence of the Bank 
of England’s action in cutting its 
discount rate to 5 from 6 per cent. 

Rumors Make Closing Brisk. 

When rumors of the impending 
order. -2ached brokers late in the 
session, it touched off.a brisk clos- 
ing trading rally. Shorts skirmished 
to get stocks with which to cover 
commitments. The market surged, 
many stocks advai.cing $1 to $5 a 
Share. The gain erased more than 
half of yesterday’s loss in the mar- 
ket as a whole. Activity, however, 
was not particularly heavy. 

After the New York Stock Ex- 
change had closed, reports reach- 
ing Wall street from San Francisco 
showed a continuation of the up- 
rush on the San Francisco Curb. 

Making It Hard to Borrow. 

The New York Exchange ruling 
will make it increasingly difficult 
for shorts to borrow stock so that 
they can sell short. In the past, 
brokers executed general agree- 
ments permitting the “lending” of 
stocks for such purposes. It will 
now be necessary for brokers to 
obtain a written permission from 
individual hogéders before they can 
lend such stock and to. execute a 
specific agreement. 

The order was interpreted as an- 
other distinct move on the part of 
the New York Stock Exchange to 
tighten its regulation of short sell- 
ing. It was said not to represent 
any abandonment by the exchange 
of its contention that short selling 
is an essential market function and 
that it should not be abolished, but 
it is expected to meet the objec- 
tions of some critics -"-ho contend 
that the practice of short selling 
has been abused. 


Professor Before House Group Calls 
“Regulation Satisfactory.” 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. i19.—The 
New York Stock Exchange's new 
short-selling restriction was called 
a “satisfactory regulation” today 
by 8. 8. Heubner, professor of the 
Wharton School of Yinance, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

Appearing a second time before 
a House Judiciary Subcommittee in 
opposition to proposed Government 
regulation of short selling, Huebner 
said in reply to questions that he 
is a consultant for the Exchange 
and testified at its request. 

Representative La Guardia 
(Rep), New York, asked immedi- 
ately his opinion of the Exchange 
order, effective April 1, that mem- 
bers shall not lend securities held 
on margins for customers unless 
specially authorized in writing by 
the customers. 

Huebner said national and state 
laws. prohibiting short _ selling, 
shortly after the Civil War, had 
proved inoperative and subsequent- 
ly repealed. 

“The speculators market has a 
remarkable discounting function.” 
he said. “I think the Exchange 
had better have full control over its 
members. But I see no harm in 
asking an Exchange to keep a rec- 


}ord of its short sales. I believe in 
j publicity. 


But I don’t believe it 
fadvisable to make putiic the names 
of the short sellers day by cay. It 
is only in the Gase of wrongdoing 
that I should include publicity.”

HOUSE BODY APPROVES 
FEDERAL REL BIL 


$700,000,000 Measure Includes 
- Provision for Direct 
Loans to States.- 


By the Associated Press. 4 ry 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—A 
$700,000,000 Federal relief bill was 
approved by the House Labor Com- 
mittee today by a 9 to 3 vote. 

The measure would divide the 
total authorized appropriation into 
threg parts as follows: 

Three hundred million dollars 
for direct loans to states by the 
Secretary got the Treasury on the 
application of Governors, «who 
would be required to furnish 
state bonds in that amount. 

Two hundred million dollars 
for direct grants to states that 
have borrowed to their limit or 
whose constitution prohibits ap- 
plication for loans. 

Two hundred million dollars to 
be spent on the public building 
program where allocations al- 
ready have been made but where 
the Budget Bureau has not sub- 
mitted estimates for appropria- 
tions. 

Under both the loan provision 
and the direct grant provision the 
states would be required to repay 
the money within 10 years. Fail- 


ing that, the Treasury would make / 


deductions from that state’s par- 
ticipation in the annual Federal) 
highway fund. 

Governors of states receiving 
grants without security would have 
to promise to recommend to the 
State Legislatures action to insure 
repayment to the Treasury. 

The measure was approved by 
the committee as a substitute for 
the Lewis bill, which was identical 
with the La Follette-Costigan 
measure rejected last week by the 
Senate.

Aldermen’s | Committee 
Wants Engineer to Look 
Into Laclede’s Plan to 
Supply Mixed Fuel. 


The Board of Aldermen Will be 
asked today to authorize the em- 


ployment of a gas engineer to as- 
sist the Natural Gas Committee of 
the board in gathering facts bear- 


ing upon proper rates for the mix-| 


ture of natural and manufactured 
gas which Laclede Gas Light Co. 
proposes to serve. The Natural Gas 
Committee, meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon, prepared a resolution to 
that effect for introduction today. 
Rates proposed by Laclede, now 
under tonsideration by the State 
Publte. Service Commission, are 
about 7% per cent lower than pr4s- 
ent rates for manufactured &# 
but some members of the alder 
manic committee are of the opinion 
they should be still lower, especial- 
ly in view of the fact that the St. 
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Louis County Gas Co., proposing |. 


to serve a mixture of the same 
heat value, has announced rates 
averaging 17 pet cent lower than 
Laclede’s propos rates. 

City vs. County Rates. 

The aldermanic committee, of 
which William F. Niederluecke is 
chairman, wishes to gather evi- 
dence for presentation by the City 
Counselor’s office to the Puolic 
Service Commission in behalf of 
lower rates. At its meeting yes- 
terday it sought information from 
E. R. Weaver, gas technologist of 
the Bureau of Standards at Wash- 
ington. In response to questions 
Weaver Said that as a general thing 
rates in a community of large pcp- 
ulation, highly concentrated, as in 
St. Louis, should be lower than in 
a community of smaller ard more 
widely scattered population, as St. 
Louis County. 

It was Weaver’s general opinion, 
also, that a distribution company 
using a large percentage of natural 
gas, as Laclede proposes to do, 
should be able to dispense with a 
considerable part of its gas man- 
ufacturing equipment which should 
be removed from rate base valua- 
tion. 

Weaver said that the proposed 
mixed gas should be a satisfactory 
fuel if appliances were properly 
adjusted and that the theoretical 
saving because of higher heat value 
should be fully realized. In answer 
to questions by President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen, Weaver 
thought there was an 
abundance of natural gas to justify 
the installation of pipe lines and 
equipment to supply the domestic 
demand in St. Louis. He thought 
the city might ultimately have pure 
natural gas. 

Suggests Hiring Engineer. 

Weaver said he thought the com- 
mitteé should employ an impartial 
gas engineer to gather data as to 
cost of natural gas at the fields, 


.cost of transmission and on other 


points pertaining to fairness of 
rates. City Counselor Muench and 
Associate City Counselor Forrest 
G. Ferris Jr. said this would be 


-Of great assistance to the Law De- 


partment. They pointed out that 
the recent decision of the State 
Supreme Court holding Laclede’s 
rate base valuation excessive and 
ordering a revaluation by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission reopened 
the question of the rate increase 
which was authorized in 1929. 

“This is the city’s first important 
victory in a rate case,” Ferris said, 
“and it is a golden opportunity to 
give the company a real battle and 
knock down that valuation.” 

Muench said the employment of 
& gas expert would be of great help 
to the city in combating the mass 
of expert testimony the company 
probably would produce. Hereto- 
fore the City Counselor has been 
handicapped in presenting expert 
testimony because of lack of funds 
for employment of competent in- 
vestigators.,

Possible Economies in Lights. 


Persons conse’ ‘ering possible 
economies in the city government 
have asked whether a noticeable 
saving might be made in the cost 
of street ] ‘hting, 
to $673,695 in the last fiscal year, 
including $460,250 for electricity. 
$63.642-for gas and $149,803 for the 


naphtha lamps still used in isolated { 


districts. 

Director of Public Utilities 
Pritchard said a saving of $25,000 
was expected to be made soon 
where gas lights can be substituted 
for naptha on the extension of gas 
mains. The annual contract for 
gas, now-costing the city 85 cents 
for 1000 cubic feet, will expire April 
1 and the city looks for a lower 
price thereafter due to the intro- 
duction <«° an admixture of natural 
gas. A 10-year contract for elec- 
tricity at 1% cents a kilowatt hour 
will not expire until 1936. 

A survey is being conducted at 
Pritchard’s direction to determine 
whether the candlepower of any of 
the 38,000 electric lights might be 
reduced to save current, or any of 
the lights turned off. The belief is 
that re@uction of candlepower by 
changing bulbs would be the most 
effective saving, but Pritchard 
questions whether such a change 
would be advisable in the residen- 
tialdistricts, where the bulbs are 
150 candlepower, except at inter- 
seetions, where they are 250 can- 
dlepower. 

Two Other Suggestions. 

In the area bounded by Fourth 
and Market streets and Jefferson 
and Cass avenues there are 29£&0 
lights, ranging from 250 to 2500 
candlepower ach. Included are 
743 units on main downtown streets 
consisting of two 2500 candlepower 
bulbs. The practice is to extin- 
guish one bulb in each unit at mid- 
night, but it has been suggested 
that this bulb might be disconnect- 
ed altogether. “ Another suggesiion 
that has been made is for extin- 
guishing alternate lights through- 
out the city. 

Pritchard does not think it ad- 
visable to shorten the period in 
which lights are in use, which is 
from sunset to sunrise, based on 
Government tables. The city uses 
4600 gas lights and 2000 napnotha.

For Change‘in Special Taxes, 

The Comptroller is advocating a 
change in the law ‘to reduce the 
special taxes supporting the Public 
Library, City Art Museum and For- 
est Park Zoo from 8 cents to 5 
cents on the $100 assessed valua- 
tion, in the aggregate. He wants 
the library rate cut from 4 cents 
to 3 cents and the rates for the 
museum and zoo each cut from 2 
cents to 1 cents. This could only 
be done. by vote of the people, as 
the special taxes were set up by 
the people. Mayor Miller has 
joined Nolte in advocating that 
some of the funds now going ito 
these institutions be cut off. 

The total revenue raised annual- 
ly by these taxes has been about 
$1,100,000, of which the library 
gets half and. the zoo and museum 
each a fourth. In discussions of 
the subject at City Hall there have 
been references to “surpluses” ac- 
cumulated by the three institutions, 
which city officials would like to 
divert to municipal purposes. 

However, officials of the library. 
museum and zoo declared today 
there were no “surpluses,’’ but only 
“balances” required for expenses, 
and that the entire tax income.was 
required for operation, maintenance 
and acquisitions. The board of di- 
rectors of the library, the museum 
board of eontrol and the zoological 
board of control have not consi4- 
ered the possibility of diverting any 
funds to. municipal use, officers 
said, although the museum board 
did hold an informal and incon- 
clusive discussion of it. City Coun- 
selor Muench said today the three 
boards could nét divert any part of 
their funds from their own uses 
without specific authority from vot- 
ers at an election. 

Balances in Institutions. 


At the end of the last fiscal year. 
on April 13. the institutions had 
the following balances to their 
credit: Library. $316.080: museum, 
$148.618: zoo, $87,072: total, $551.- 
771. Officials of the three insti- 
tutions declared today that these 
credits represented merely the 
amounts needed to cover salaries 
and other expenditures from April 
until the next tax receipts began to 
come, last December. 

The Public Library uses all of its 
income annually except about $2090 
set aside for emergencies, said Li- 
brarian Bostwick, and any curtail- 
ment of income probably would 
force the closing of some of the 
22 branches. In 19390, the last year 
for which figures were readily 
available, the library spent $347.,- 
041 for general operating expenses, 
including salaries: $140,049 for 
pooks, periodicals and binding, and 
$90.939 for building maintenance. 

At the Art Museum more than 
half of the tax income is devoted 
to operating and maintenance ex- 
penses and building improvement, 
and the balance to acquisition of 
new art objects. For several years 
this board has sought to spend all 
it could on improving the building, 
thus giving employment to labor. 
Officials point out that the value of 
art objects owned by the museum 
approximately equals the amount 
received in taxes throughout the 
period of city support, due to in- 
crement of values. 

The Zoo customarily tries to save 
about $85,000 a year from its tax 
income to provide about~ $250,000 
every three years for ‘erection of 
some major improvement. Last 
April’s balance did not include any- 
thing for this purpose, but the Zoo 
board hopes to start developing the 
paddetk section next year. The 
rest of the Zoo’s tax income annual- 
ly has been divided into about 
$175.000.for operating expenses and 
about $20.000 for new animals and 
other specimens. 


ASSYRIAN LIBRARY UNEARTHED 


Rich Find of Ancient Records Made 
at Site of Tella Billa.

PHILADELPHIA, - Feb. 19.— 


Archeologists of the University of 
Pennsylvania Museum expedition in 
Mesopotamia have reported wun- 
earthing a rich find of business cor- 
respondence, administrative arch- 
ives and fragments of a temple li- 
brary at Tella Billa, a provincial 
capital of ancient Assyria. 

Nothing of the kind had been 
found here before in a year and a 
half of digging and the experts had 
just about concluded that the Tella 
Billites were illiterate.

COMMUNIST PARTY HELD 
TO BE-UNLAWFUL IN CANADA 


Supreme Court Dismisses Appeal of 
Eight Convicted Mem- 
bers. 
By the Associated Press. 

TORONTO. Ont., Feb. 19.—The 
Supreme Court of the Province of 
Ontario today branded as unlaw- 
ful the Communist ge 4 in Can- 
ada and dismissed the appeal of 
eight men who were convicted and 
sentenced for being members of 
the party. 

Sir William Mulock, Chief Jus- 
tice, presented the findings of the 
court before a large audience. One 
count of the charges against the 
eight men, that. of’seditious con- 
spiracy, was held to be bad, but 
since their sentences are to run 
concurrently there will be no ac- 
tua] change. 

The men are Tim Buck, Tom 
Ewen, John Boychuk, Amos T. 
Hill, L. E. Malcolm, Samuel Cohen, 
Mathew Popovitch and Thomas 
Cacie. All except one, a native of 
Canada, will be deported at the ex- 
piration of,the sentences, 

The high court held that the 
Communist Internationa] of Russia 
made and decided the policies of 
the Canadian party and said it 
found ample evidence that the 
party statutes advocated changes 
in Government by force and vio- 
lence. ‘“‘An establishment pees 3 
advocates the overthrow of Goy- 
ernment by force and violence is 
unlawful in Canada,” the Court 
ruled. 


COSTA RICA'S REBELLION 
ENDED AFTER THREE DAYS 


Peace Parley Takes Place in United 
States Legation, Near Insur- 
gent Stronghold. 

By the Associated Press 
SAN~JOSE, Costa Rica, Feb. 19. 


—Costa Rica's three-day rebellion 
led by a defeated presidential can- 
didate was ended yesterday by a 
peace parley. 

The peace was arranged in the 
United States legation, across the 
street from the rebel stronghold, 
the Bella Vista barracks. The 
whole civilian population of the 
capital had fled their homes,under 
the menace of intermittent firing 
from the barracks and a threat of 
the Government that the rebel po- 
sition would be bombarded. Dele- 
gates representing the Govérnment 
and the discontented faction met in 
the legation in the presence of the 
entire diplomatic corps to this little 
Central American republic. 

“The Government later said order 
had been restored. «Eight dead and 
€0 wounded—all rebels—were the 
total casualties Wednesday, the 
Government reported. Four per- 
sons, including two loyalists, pre- 
viously had been reported killed 
and many wonuded in street shoto- 
ing. 


GERMANY ISSUES REGULATION 
TO STOP FOREIGN MONEY DRAIN 


Restrictions Also Apply to Inher- 
itances Bequeathed to Persons 
Abroad; New Rules for Ex- 
porters. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—A new emer- 
gency decree was promulgated to- 
day to prevent continued drain of 


foreign currencies and an infiux 
of marks from abroad. 

In announcing the decree, the 
Government said loopholes had 
been found in previous regulations 
and were being used for evasion. 

The decree tightens restrictions 
in currency transactions. Remit- 
tances from abroad or proceeds 
from sales of securities or real es- 
tate here can be credited only on 
specially restricted @ counts. A 
similar restriction applies to Ger- 
man inheritances which go to for- 
eigners. German exporters are re- 
quired to show how they. receive 
settlements of their accounts and 
certain abuses in connection with 
insurance in foreign currencies will 
be stopped.

Dr. Koo of Shanghai De- 
clares Powers Will Merely 
Send Protests and Possi- 
bly Provide Munitions. 


Japan and China, having gone 
thus far, are likely to fight to a 
finish while the Powers do nothing 
but register protests—except that 
their industries may provide muni- 
tions—in the opinion of Dr. T. Z. 
Koo of Shanghai, member of the 
Christan Council of China. 

The Chinese people, united as 
they never have been in years, he 
said today, are disposed to resist 
just as long as Japan sends armed 
forces to China, And he believed 
that, although the Japanese people 
felt their military leaders had gone 
too far, they felt also they could 
not gracefully back out in the face 
of China’s surprising resistance. 

Dr. Koo, a small man in a long 
blue robe, with a finely shaped 
head and the face of a man in his 
twenties, although he is nearing 40, 
talked of the state of things in his 
country, and his-shell-torn native 
city, today in his room at Hotel 
Chase. His -expresisve eyes were 
troubled. and when he smiled it 
was wryly. He spoke in the fore- 
noon at Washington University. 
and is to speak on “Manchuria and 
World Peace” at 6:30 tonight at 
Hotel Chase, under auspices of the 
Y. M. ©. A. International Service 
Committee. 

Says Boycott Is Unlikely. 

“The only effective thing the 
Powers can do is to use the eco- 
nomic weapon, and that they are 
not willing to do.” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter’ “So there 
is nothing for them to do but reg- 
ister protest, state their position. 
and let the two countries fight it 
out.

The hardihood of Chinese _re- 
sistance at Shanghai, he said, had 
not surprised Chifia nearly so much 
as the success of poorly equippéd 
forces—at tremendous cost of hu- 
man-Nfe—against the airplanes, ar- 
tillery and up-to-date equipment of 
the Japanese. So far as detcrmina- 
tion went, he said, all China was 
aroused, and Japan was likely to 
find herself in the same position 
in China as was Napoleon in Rus- 
sia. 


Man-Power But Not Material. 

“China has always abhorred 
war, and I suppose now that we 
are paying the penalty,” he com- 
mented. “We have the man-Ppow- 
er, but not the material. We are 
still fundamentally an agricultural 
nation. We have no means, me- 
chanically, to equip for war. Nor- 
mally, it would require 30 or 40 
years for our industries to amount 
to anything. 


“This situation may speed up our 
industries with the view of getting 
ready for Japan. But for our own 
sake, I think it would. be really 
happier for the people if we do’ not 
become a great industrial nation. 
but remain predominantly agricul- 
tural, with certain industries devel- 
oped for our own needs. If we de- 
velop with war in mind, we harncss 
our whole future and resources to 
a rather destructive purpose.” 

Dr. Koo. contended that the 
Shanghai campaign, ostensibly 
aimed at the boycott on Japanese 
goods, actually was part of a Jap- 
anéeése movement to obtain posses. 
sion of Manchuria. He considered it 
an attempt to strike a decisive blow 
at the financial center, which mig‘ 
demoralize China and force a sub- 
servient attitude in the Manchurian 
controversy. An increase of na- 
tional consciousness among the 
people. of Manchuria, leading them 
to feel that Japanese were en- 
croaching, he said, had convinced 
i Japan it must strike a decisive blow 
before the sentiment went too far 

Suspects Secret Demands. 

Manchuria has never been closed 
to Japanese industries or its set- 
tlers, he said, but the “military 
mind” reasoned, “We need these 
raw materials: therefore, we must 
acquire this territory.” In recent 
years, as Japanese settlers flocked 
into Manchuria, Chinese had begun 
to-go in in much larger numbers, 
he explained, so that Japan came 
to believe that it could not hope 
to settle Manchuria until it took 
and ruled the country.

FRIEDRICH AUGUST, 
EX-KING OF SAXONY 


Succumbs at 65 in His Great 
Castle Near Breslau— 
Lost Throne in German 
Revolution of 1918. 


By the Associated Press. 
BRESLAU, Germany, Feb. 19.— 


Former King Friedrich August of 
PSaxony died last night from @ 
stroke of apoplexy. He was 65 


years old. 

He was found in his bed in 
Sybyllenort Castile, near Breslau, 
yesterday morning in a serious con- 
dition and failed to regain con- 
eciousness. An examination by his 
physician disclosed a brain hemor- 
rhage. 

At his bedside when he died were 
his sons, the former Crown Prince 
George, who is a Catholic pricst, 
and Prince Ernst Heinrich ‘and his 
sister, Princess Mathilde. . 

Freidrich August III, one of the 
most popular rulers of his time, 
was noted for his wit, which stood 
him in good stead in the revolu- 
tion of 1918 when he lost his 
throne. 

The King was at his beautiful 
estate at Moritzburg when the news 
came of the revolution. He was 
politely asked by telephone if he 
would relinguish his throne wilt- 
ingly. 

“Oh, well, I suppose I'd better, 
But I suppose I! have no more 
power, eh?” was his reply. 

Called Himself “Has Been.” 

He was told that the Workers 
and Soldiers Council had taken 
control of Saxony. His report was 
“Well, then. do your own dirty 
business by yourselves. 

He has referred in casual con- 
versation to the fact that he was 
a “has been,” and jokingly, a “King 
without Saxony.”

sons of small means. The levies which it now sug- 
gests would raise $337,000,000 more than those which 
were called for ufder its earlier program. Eight per 
cent of this amount would be raised by further in- 
creases in the levy on corporation .incomes and on 
transfers of capital stock. Only 15 per cent would 
come from further additions to the surtaxer on per- 
sonal incomes, nothing at all from the incregsed tax- 
ation of large estates. The lion’s share of ‘the in- 
creases, amounting to 77 per cent of the new levies, 
would be collected from a tax of 7 per cent on the 
domestic consumption of gas arid eleofricity and a 
tax of 1 cent per gallon on gasoline. 

The administration's tax prograih, as now revised, 
is designed to meet a prospective deficit of $1,241,- 
000,000. Nine per cent of this amount would be met 
by a proposed reduction in expenditures. Another 
8 per cent would be collected through increased rates 
on corporate tncome, capital stock transfers and con- 
veyances of realty. The rich man would pay only 
14 per cent of it, through higher estate taxes and 
surtaxes on income. The great bulk of the burden, 
69 per cent of the increased taxes, would be loaded 
onto the shoulders of the common man in the form 
bf new taxes on gasoline, electricity, radios, phono- 
graphs, theater admissions, telephone and telegraph 
messages, bank checks, automobiles, postage and 
tobacco. | 
The Treasury would balance the budget, not by 
dipping into the huge surpluses of the rich, but by 
taking away the comforts and necessities of the poor. 
For every added dollar which it would take from 
the incomes and estates of the wealthy, it proposes 
to collect $5 through a system of nuisance taxes on 
consumption whose principal burden would fall upon 
the average citizen. To the newly projected tax on 
gasoline there is particularly serious objection. Tax- 
ation of motor fuels today provides state govern- 
ments with a major portion of their revenues. Gaso- 
line taxes are eminently fair as a means of financing 


As a source of general revenue for the Federal Gov- 
ernment, they have nothing at all to recommend 
them. The states need this’ field of taxation, and 
should strongly resist the effort of the national Gov- 
ernment to invade it. 

The Treasury reluctance to increase the levies on. 
large incomes and estates is stil] evident. It leaves 
the top bracket, of the income tax at $500,000. This 
bracket was placed at $2,000,000 under the revenue 
act of 1916. The League for Independent Political 
Action has recently proposed that it be carried to 
$5,000,000. There seems to be no valid reason why 
private incomes which run from $1,000,000 up to $40.- 
000,000 should pay rates no higher than thoge which 
are charged between $500,000 and $1,000,000. Yet 
this is what the Treasury proposes. 

The principle of graduation of rates might also 
be carried farther in the estate tax than it is today. 
The administration proposes a top bracket of $10,- 
000,000. The League for Independent Political Action, 
by contrast, would place it at $100,000,000. Here, too, 
we fail to see why we should hesitate to tax estates 
which run from $10,000,000 to. $200,000,000 at higher 
rates than those which come in the bracket between 
$5,000,000 and $10,000,000.

In response to the short-selling agitation, the New 
York Stock Exchange voluntarily has adopted a new 
rule which is expected to curtail bear trading: The 
rule requires members to obtain consent of customers 
before lending their stock in short transactions. 
Whether this will head off legislation remains to be 
seen. Representative Sabath, who has introduced an 
anti-short selling bill,.declares that if short selling 
had been stopped in 1929 half of the banks and in- 
dustries now closed would have been saved. That 
seems to us an exaggerated view; nevertheless, there 
are many who agree with Mr. Sabath and who insist 
that bear raiding is the cause of low prices in the 
security and commodity markets.

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: MR. INSULL’S BEST. 


Samuel Insull, Chicago utility magnate, has done his 
best, which, he confesses, is very poor. Having done 
his best, some 69,000 investors in two of his super- 
holding corporations must now forego dividends and 
hopefully guess at the value of their shares in two 
corporations whose assets have shrunk some $330, 
000,000 in book value in two years. 

These investors do not hold shares in the operat- 
ing companies of the Insull utilities system. They 
put their money into two so-called “investment” cor- 
porations which the Insulls decided were necessary 
for the “financing” of the operating companies. 

These investment companies purchased stocks of 
the operating companies at the inflated prices of 
1928 and 1929. They paid, for instance, $300 a share 
for common stock of Commonwealth Edison Co., Chi- 
cago’s electric utility, now quoted at around $100. 

The plight of the investors in the financing com- 
panies is not due to loss of business by the operating 
companies. In fact, Mr. Insuli, in the accounting 
he humbly made this week in the presence of some 
1500 stockholders, pointed out that the earnings of 
the Insull operating companies held up very well last 
year; also that utility compdhies have weathered the 
depression better than either industrial or railroad 
companies. ’ 

This little excursion into “financiering” was a side 
line with Mr. Insull. It was entirely apart from the 
operation of public service companies. He saw a 
world gone silly and growing paper-rich on trading 
in stock certificates; so he got into the game and ex- 
ercised what he now. meekly tells his stockholders 
was “very poor judgment,” but no worse than their 
own when they bought his stocks.

The explanation, I think, is that France 
is seeking to teach the world what sacri- 
fices of national sovereignty are necessary 
if mankind is to arrive at the point where 
issues hitherto always decided by war, 
that is to say, great territorial issues, are to 
be decided by pacific means, 

There is a passage in the propositions 
submitted by M. Tardieu at Geneva which 
is the key to the matter: “He who desires 
the end (that is. reduction of armaments) 
must desire the means.”” In substance, the 
French position is that he who desires a 
peaceable evolution of territorial disputes 
must advocate a superstate. Only under the 
guardianship of superior international force 
is it safe to attempt revision of frontiers. 

That such a superstate is not within the 
realm of practicable politics the French 
know quite well. They are declaring theo 
principle that in the existing anarchy of _- 
sovereign states there is no security except 
by the maintenance of the status quo. B:- 
cause of this principle they feel compelled 
to insist upon the letter of contracts, for 
outside of written engagements they see at 
present no principle of order in Europe. 

The practical problem is to find: a sub- 
stitute for the armed superstate which will 
provide a sufficient sense of security to 
justify a French Government in consenting 
to some amendment of the status quo. The 
only conceivable substitute is a renewal of 
the Franco-British entente. That alone 
could reiax the rigidity of the French posi- 
tion. Hand in hand with Great Rritain, the 
French would feel safe enough to liberalize 
their policy. 

It may be said, therefore, that the fate 
of. Europe depends upon the prospects of 
understanding between London and Paris. ”

helm once referred to his cousin 
as something of a “clown.” 


It was in Berlin on Wilhelm's 
birthday that Wilhelm took occa- 
sion to thank his ‘‘dear cousin’’ for 
his delicate thoughtfulness. 


“Oh, not at all,” was the reply, 
‘TIT wanted to.come to the dog 
show anyway.” 

After his abdication he remained 
on good terms-with former sub- 
jects, and rode in street cars like 
everybody else in Dresden. 

Recognized once at Plauen rall- 
way station by an enthusiastic 
crowd, he was cheered lustily. He 
put his head out of the coach win- 
dow, and said: ‘Well, you're a 
darn fine lot of Republicans, I'll 
say.”’ 

Frederick August visited the 
western front once during the 
world War, on Nov. 13, 19154 The 
Kaiser conferred the iron cross 
upon him and people used to say 
that it was for recapturing two 
Russian war prisoners who had es- 
caped from an internment camp. 


Member of Line That Ruled for 
800 Years. 

Frederick August was born at 
Dresden,‘ May 25, 1865, the first 
child of King George of Saxony 
and the Infanta Anna of Portugal. 
His birth assured the continuity of 
the ancient line of Wettin, whith 
then had _ ruled the country for 
800 years. The royal house was 
of the Roman Catholic faith, 
though the country was prepon- 
derantly Protestant. 


He studied law and political 
science at Strassburg and Leipsic, 
got his army promotions regularly 
and at 37 was Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Twelfth German Army | 
Corps. He resigned that rank two! 
years later, on his succession to the 
throne after the death of his father. 


He married Anchduchess Louise 
of Austria-Tuscany, at Vienna, on 
Nov. 21, 1891, After bearing three 
sons and two daughters, Louise 
eloped in 1902 with M. Giron, her 
children’s Frenéh tutor. A few 
months later she gave _birth to an- 
other daughter. Frederick and 
Louise were divorced in 1903. The 
latter tired of Giron and in 1907 
was married to Signor Toselli, an 
Italian singer. She divorced him 
four years later and took up her 
residence at Brussels, Belgium, 
where she wrote a book, “‘My Life.” 

In 1994, Louise, longing.for her 
children, returned secretly to Dres- 
den, but her enemies at court pre- 
vented her.from seeing them or her 
husband. 

On his abdication, Friedrich re- 
ceived 300,000 marks. He turned 
his family concerns into a private 
company, “House Wettin-Albertine 
Line, Inc.” He appointed himself 
chairman, and the members of the 
corporation were his six children, 
all of whom were married except 
his eldest son, George.

SHORT RIBS OF BEEF 
IN SAVORY RECIPE 


English Method hod Includes Veget- 
ables and Rich Cream * 
Sauce. 


From time to time in this col- 
umn we have given recipes of oth- 
er countries, and today we give a 
method popular-in England of 
preparing short ribs of beef. It's 
most savory and delicious, but take 
warning, don’t attempt it unless 
you have plenty of time and pa- 
tience. 

Take three pounds of short ribs 
and rub the meat well with a lit- 
tle pepper. Put two bunches of 
carrots through the food chopper, 
and two heads of minced celery, 
two sliced onions and three cups 
of water. 

Bring all to a hard boil, add the 
meat, boil for 10 minutes, add two 
teaspoons salt, reduce heat and 
simmer until meat is tender which 
should be in about 2% hours. 

Take out meat, pull out all bones 
and remove most of the fat. Put 
it betweefi two pans under a weight 
and let it stand for several hours 
in a cool place. Save the vegeta- 
bles to use in a sauce. 

Cut meat in strips about three 
inches long and one inch wide. 
Beat three eggs lightly, add two 
teaspoons salt and one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper. Roll strips of meat 
in one-half cup flour, brush with 
egg mixture, then dip in two cups 
finely crumbed bread. 

Have fat ready for deep frying | 


Melt two tablespoons butter, blend 
in two tablespoons flour, add slowly 
vegetables left from cooking meat. 
Stir in one cup of cream and a lit- 
tle grated horseradish with two ta- 
spoons of lemon juice. If too thick, 
thin with a little hot water. 


CHEESE SOUP 


Put one quart milk in double 
boiler, add one thinly sliced onion, 
dash of mace, parsley and bay 
leaf. Bring to boil, add one cup 
grated cheese and two tablespoons 
butter mixed with a little flour. 

When thoroughly blended, sim- 
mer 10 minutes, then strain. Just 
before taking from fire, add one 
beaten egg, and let soup come to 
boil again, stirring all the time. 


TWO CANDIES 


one-half cup water 10 minutes. Add 
one grated cocoanut and teaspoon 
vanilla. Beat until sugary, drop 
from a spoen on a buttered pan. 

Boil two cups brown sugar, but- 
ter size of walnut and one-half cup 
milk until consistency of fudge. 
Take from fire, add one pound pe- 
cans, stir untfl sugary. Break nut 
meats loose and they will be de- 
liciously sugared.

“WILL BORE CHILDREN 


Advice From College Expert 
Warns Against Some 
Mistakes. 


In a recent address Miss .Miriam 
Lowenberg, child specialist at lowa 
State College, warned mothers 
against boring their children either 
with dull, monotonous or badly pre- 
pared food, and dull conversation at 
the table during meals. 

Evidently the child expert is one 
of those who believe that a child's 
imagination is a precious thing 
which must be encouraged in every 
possible way, and the younger he is 
when the effort begins the better 
for the child. 

A child may be induced to eat 
necessary foods if they are attrac- 
tive and a variety is offered. He 
may be entertained while he eats 
by interesting conversation which 
is not too much over his head and 
is yet a little instructive. 

Miss Lowenberg urges that ma- 
terials the young body needs for 
growth be embodied in the food 
every day, that once and a while 


very plain food is served to accus- 
tom the child to such a diet, and 
that a child from two years on be- 
comes acquainted with fruits, vege- 
tables and a little simple meat and 
plain desserts. . 

A plea was made also for pleas- 
tng color combinations in food and 
table settings to instill an early 
love of beauty and orderly arrange- 
ments in the child's mind.

canned beets, boiled, then scooped 
out and filled with a thick cream 
sauce and chopped mushrooms, 
sprinkled with. buttered bread 
crumbs and browned in a hot oven, 
make an unusual and colorful veg- 
etable. 

The salad is made of sections of 
grapefruit arranged on lettuce or 
endive and garnished with strips 
or heart shaped bits of canned 
pimiento. Serve French dressing 
with the salad, and pass cheese 
straws with it. 

For the party menu, the fruit 
cup mixture is made up of orange 
pulp, pineapple colored red with 
“red. hots," grapefruit pulp and 
fresh lime juice. Allow a deep yel- 
low orange for each portion, cut a 
slice from the top and scoop out 
the pulp. Scallop or nick the edge 
and fill with the fruit mixture. 
To make the orange baskets, 
cut a section away from each 
side of the orange leaving a handle 
about one-third inch thi¢k. «Scoop 
out the pulp ‘and tie a narrow red 
ribbon on the handle of each basket 
just before serving. Place the bas- 
kets or cups'on small plates with 
a red colered paper doilg. 
Arrange a patty shell, a roll and 
a portion of the stuffed celery op 
each plate for serving. The celery 
is stuffed with a mixture of pimien- 
to cheese and chopped nutmeats 
moistened with a little mayonnaise 
if necessary. Have well chilled and 
crisp for serving. The canned 
pimientoes are bright in color and 
firm enough to shape as desired. 
They may be appropriately cut 
with a small heart shaped cutter 
and two or three used as a garnish 
with each patty. 


CRAB IN BISQUE 


AND CHOWDER 


Put four cups milk on to boil and 
when boiling add two tablespoons 
of melted Butter and flour which 
have been rubbed until smooth; 
boil five minutes and then add one 
and one-half teaspoons red pepper, 
ene level teaspoon salt, pinch of 
mace and parsley.

FROZEN FRUIT SALAD 


One teaspoon gelatine, one ta- 
blespoon cold waer, one cup saiad 
dressing, one and one-half cups 
créam or evaporated milk, one-haif 
cup maraschino cherries cut in 
pieces, one-half cup apricot pulp, 
one cup crushed pineapple and 
juice. 

Soak gelatine in cold water for 
five minutes, then melt over hot 
water and add to the salad dress- 
ing. Whip the cream and fold in 
the salad dressing and fruit. Turn 
into a mold and pack in equal 
parts of ice and salt and let stand 
about three hours or freeze in re- 
frigerator pans. 


DESSERT SALAD 


One package lemon gelatine, one

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BRAISED CELERY AND

Put one and one-half quarts of 
celery cut in small pieces in a but- 
tered shallow baking dish. Melt 
three tablespoons of drippings from 
roast in skillet, add three table- 
spoons flour, blend well, then add 
gradually one and one-half cups 
cold water, galt and pepper to 
taste; stir until smooth. Pour this 
gravy over celery. Cover the dish 
and bake in moderate ‘oven for 
about 45 minutes.

This mixtures is the base for all 
future operations. | It may be put 
into a glass jar and stored in the 
refrigerator to use as needed, or it 
may all be made up at once. Milk 
or water may be used for the liquid 
to make the dough: Milk makes a 
more nutritious biscuit, but water 
makes a crisper one. In any case, 
use just enough to make a dough 
that can be handied or that will 
drop from a spoon and hold its 
shape. 

Bake all biscuits in a hot oven— 
400 to 450 degrees. If sugar is 
used, as, for instance, in butter- 
scotch rolls, use the lower temper- 
ature, for most other kinds use 450 
degrees, 

Plain Biscuits: Use the recipe 
just given, adding milk or water to 
make a soft dough—about one and 
one-half cupfuls for the full 
amount. Roll or pat out on a light- 
ly floured board, working as quick- 
ly as possible, shape, place on a 
greased, shallow pan and bake in 
a hot oven for 10 minutes. Or take 
out One Or more cupfuls of the 
flour mixture, adding liquid in the 
proportion of about one-third cup 
to One cup of flour, and proceed in 
the same way. 

Cranberry Biscuits: Measure out 
two cupfuls of the mixture, add 
one-half cup chopped raw cranber-

One can _ sliced sliced _pineappie, one 
bluefish, 3 or 4 pounds, one cup 
cracker crumbs, one cup stale 
bread crumbs, one-half cup melted 
butter, one-half teaspoon salt, pep- 
per, onion juice, lemon juice, pars- 
ley. 
Clean and scale fish and remove 
its head.

inocuously off the youthful frame 
of the erstwhile fishmonger who 
opposed him; despite the fact that 
Dempsey was breathing down to 
his toes after the first round of the 
fight, and notwithstanding the cir- 
cumstance that in the fourth round 
the Kingfish had contemptuously 
beckoned the mighty mauler to 
come on and show him something, 
the former champion still does not 
admit that he’s “all washed up.” 
“Why, I was not hurt at any time 
during the fight,” Jack commented 
after it was all over. “You could 
see that for yourself. Just com- 
pare the bout with what I took 


from Sharkey and Tunney, in those 
fights of 1927. Why, last night was 
just play. Maybe I was winded— 
I did not expect to be ready for a 
title fight. But the bout proved to 
me that all I have to do is develop 
my wind and I will be all right. 
I've got a fight at Louisville in a 
few days and I’m going through 
with it. I expect to be able to 
complete my exhibition schedule.” 

But if you took a vote of his 
friends the ballot would be unani- 
mously in favor of Dempsey’s re- 
tirement after his tour without an 
attempt to take on a title fight. 

Not the Same Dempsey. 

Taken at its face value, last 
night’s test justifies this view. Al- 
though Dempsey weighed in at 190 
pounds, lower than he has for any 
major bout in nearly a decade, and 
notwithstanding his appearance was 
healthy and athletic, he was far 
from being the fighter of other 
days. 

The four-round no-decision event 
was completed without a knock- 
down or without a staggering blow 
having been struck by either man. 
Dempsey forced the fighting, as 
usual, by stepping into his foe. He 
did not seem to be unusually wild 
and in fact was less so than his 
opponent, who on occasion missed 
no fewer than five hooks at Demp- 
sey’s head in rapid succession. 

But what disappointed the crowd 
was the failure of . Jack’s best 
blows, to the body and head, to 
even disturb his tough opponent; 
also Jack’s failure to complete 
even one round of the encounter 
without showing visible evidence of 
lack of wind served to convince 
onlookers that he still has a world 
of ground to make up.before he 
can hope to fight 14 rounds, which 
a title bout sometimes demands.

IXTY-THREE years ago Shak- 
S speare’s “Richard IIL” opened 

in Little Rock, Ark., with ‘“‘Min- 
nie Maddern” cast for the juvenile 
part of the Duke of York. “Min- 
nie Maddern” was 3-year-old Mary 
Augusta Davey, who was appearing 
behind the footlights for the first 
time, and who only two years later 
had “made” New York, with Laura 
Keene in “Hunted Down.” 
It was not until many years lat- 
er, however, not until after the 
“Minnie Maddern” period of her 
life had been ended by marriage 
and a brief period of retirement, 
that she became one of America’s 
most famous actresses, as Mrs. 
It was to 
the memory of Mrs. Fiske that 
drama lovers paid homage on her 
death this week; St. Louisans re- 
member her in many appearances 
under that name, yet our older 
residents recall her also as ‘“Min- 
nie esteem and as Mary Augusta 
Davey. Some of her school and 
playmates may still be alive in the 
city. 

For Mary Augusta Davey was 
essentially a native of St. Louis. 
Her father was a theater manager, 
who in 1863 was in St. Louis when 
Ben de Bar, a noted comic actor, 
with Elihu Thomas, also a theater 
manager cnd father of Augustus 
Thomas, the playwright, persuaded 
him to go with them to New Or- 
leans, where they opened the old 
St. Charles Theater.

Much of Her Childhood Was Spent Here — Made Her Initial 
Appearance as Stage Star at Pope's Theater, Where She Met 
Her First Husband—Several of: Her Relatives Identified With 
| ‘Early Theatrical History of the City. 


by the name of Le Grand White. 
One day Mary Augusta was chat- 
ting with her Uncle Dick, at that 
time leader of the orchestra, when 
White happened along. Uncle Dick 
introduced him to “Minnie Mad- 
dern,” and the two young people 
became good friends. So good, in 
fact, that one day they eloped and 
were married. 


Not a great deal has ever been 
said about that marriage. Mary 
Augusta was only 16, her husband 
not much older, and apparently her 
parents did not approve of the 
match. Romance on the stage and 
off were two different things. Any- 
way, Mary Augusta was carried off 
to New York, where she was 
starred in “Caprice,” a musical 
play. The marriage lasted only a 
short time, but just how it termi- 
nated is not known. Few of Mrs. 
Fiske’s friends even knew of it. 

In “Caprice” the young actress 
was a decided success, and she 
toured the country in it, appearing 
among other cities in St. Louis. But 
despite her success, she failed to 
keep the play, which popularized 
the song, “In the Gloanilsizg.” She 
continued on the stage in various 
other roles, under the name ‘of 
“Minnie Maddern,” wfitil 1890. 
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N that year she met and married 

Harrison Gray Fiske, a journal- 

ist and playwright, and retired 
from the stage. For four years 
she was Mrs. Harrison Gray Fiske, 
and, from her lack of interest in 
the theater, it anpeared her retire- 
ment was permanent. 

Her husband, however, complet- 
ed a play he had been working on, 
“Hester Crew,” and he persuaded 
Mrs. Fis#e to take the part of the 
heroine when it was produced in 
New York in 1894, The reappear. 
ance revived her interest in the 
stage; an interest no doubt aided 
by the plaudits of old admirers of 
“Minnie Maddern.” Without an un- 
due amount of urging, Mrs. Fiske 
consented to continue her career. 

It was not as “Minnie Maddern,” 
however, but as Mrs, Minnie Mad- 
dern Fiske, Mrs. Fiske;, twa very 
distinct actresses, The stage of thé 
“Minnie Maddern” days had been 
of the old school, stilted, elocu- 
tionary, unnatural. A new era of 
naturalness was just béginning in 
1894, and Mrs. Fiske became its 
leading exponent, 

Instead of reciting her lines, Mrs. 
Fiske spoke her lines. She took her 
characterizations as if she were not 
Mrs. Fiske, but the person she was 
supposed to be in the play. And 
when she interpreted Ibstn’s 
“Doll's House,” she was “made.” 

She has, as a result, been recog- 
nized As the first actress to make 
Ibsen commercially successful in 
Am@tica, She gave his work real- 
ism; one critic asserted that she 
was the first to take Ibsen from the 
hands of those of his disciples who 


*“‘babbie of a mysterious culture and 
symbolism, and to play him as a 
keen, human and theatrically ef- 
fective dramatist.”” Good § stage 
management was attributed to her, 
but her own acting “keen, definite. 
naturalistic, but never neglectful of 
theatrical points, was an even 
larger factor.”

NOTHER thing that contrib- 
A vtec to her réputation as an 

actress, was. her remarkable 
versatility. As a child she had. taken 
not Only juvenile parts, but those of 
old women, and that adaptability of 
characterization never left her. She 
followed a policy of alternating the 
type of play and the parts she took 
from yéar to year; one time she 
would be in one of the more ad- 
vanced Huropean dramas, and next 
season in a native play of more con- 
ventional appeal. She had always 
a “nervous, spiritual frasp of the 
signs of character” in her parts. 

In “Tess of the D’Ubcrvilles,” 
she enjoyed, perhaps, her greatest 
success, toyring niany cities in 
1897. It was a difficult feat, too, 
for Hardy’s book, a series of- tragic 
incidents, loses much of its strength 
in dramatization, as a result of the 
necessarily restricted setting. and 
detail.

Preparing for Colds 


OT the least part of the ids- 
N comfort due to colds arises out 

of the obstruction of the nose 
and throat. . 

This obstruction is not’ only a 
discomfort but also a menace. 

To begin with, the person s0 
affected is obliged to breathe 
through his month. 

This in turn tends to dry the 
mucous membranes of the mouth 
and further to irritate the lungs. 

Coughing is provoked and a 
vicious chain of irritations is 
forged. 

Then too, during a cold the mu- 
cous membranes of the nose and 
throat as well as of the other por- 
tions of the respiratory tract, re- 
act by secreting copious quantities 
of mucus. 

This is a defense against the 
irritant or cold-causing agent. 

If the nose and throat are per- 
mitted to become stuffed up and 
the mucus remains in place it 
forms an excellent breeding place 
for various types of germs. 

In mild inflammations of the up- 
per respiratory tract, and when the 
secretions are watery, one may 
clear the nose and throat éither by 
blowing, or by drawing air inward 
through the nose. 

This should be done gently. 
Forceful blowing may cause some 
of the infectious material present 
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in the throat to enter the inner ear 
canals, ) 

When the muacts is thick and 
cannot ‘be cleared from the nose 
and throat by gentle blowing, then 
one should. wash it out with saline 
solution. ’ 

This may be done by means of 
a@ spray or nasal deuche. Lacking 
these, one may simply place a little 
saline solution in the cupped palm, 
dip the nose tip into it, and snuff 
up gently. 

The “trick” in washing out the 
nose is not to swallow during the 
process. 

The act of swallowing opens the 
inner ear canals, and exposes them 
to the entrance of infected mate- 
rial. 

One can keep from swallowing 
by holding the mouth open.
